Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  under  review  was  a particularly  healthy  one,  as  you  will  recall 
on  reading  this  repcarfc. 

No  serious  epidemics  (Xjcurred.  There  were  only  thirty-nine  cases  of 
measles  in  the  district.  In  1958  there  were  one  hundred  and  fifty- six  cases  of 
measles  in  Castle  Doning’l'on,  in  1957  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  in  Kegworth,  and 
in  1955  one  hundred  and  twenty-ei^t  in  Castle  Donington, 

Our  corrected  death  rate  v/as  11 ,2f5  po3r  thousand  and  thus  slightly  better 
than  the  figure  of  11,6  for  England  and  Wales,  but  not  so  good  as  that  for  our 
previous  year,  when  it  was  10,27.  The  corrected  birth  rate  once  again  improved, 
being  17.8,  which  vras  one  per  thousand  of  the  population  higher  than  1958,  and 
1.3  per  thousand  hi^er  than  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  children  inraunised  against  diphtheria  was  seriously  lower  than 
last  year  - one  btaadred  and  four  children  ccmipared  with  one  hundred  and  forty  • 
s&ght.  The  nxmiDer  of  reinforcing  injections  fell  proportionately. 

As  I have  ecotphasised  before,  eilthough  diphtheria  occurs  only  sporadioally, 
and  in  small  numbers  in  this  country  at  present,  a serious  epidemic  with  numerous 
fatalities  could  readily  break  out  in  a diminishingly  immunised  community. 

As  suggested  by  the  Council  details  of  road  accidents  which  occurred  in  the 
Rural  District  are  included.  These  statistics  were  supplied  by  Loughborough 
Division  of  the  Lsioestershire  and  Rutland  Constabulary,  and  I am  grateful  to 
the  Superintendent  and  Off ioers  of  the  Traffic  Contarol  Department  for  their 
helpful  co-operation. 

I am  Indebted  to  the  Public  Health  Ini^ector  for  his  reports  on  inspections 
of  food  pi*emise3  and  carcases.  I thank  him  and  all  members  of  ny  Public  Health 
Staff  for  their  highly  competent  work,  their  customary  loyalty,  and  valuable 
help  during  the  year.

During  the  year  twelve  chemical  samples  of  the  water  supplied  to  this  rural 
district  were  taken  and  in  all  oases  the  examination  showed  these  to  he  satisfactory. 
Of  the  fourteen  san^jles  taken  for  hacteriological  examination  the  reports  showed 
twelve  to  he  satisfactory,  and  tv7o  which  were  taken  with  the  chlorination  plant  out 
of  action  showed  the  water  to  he  helow  the  required  standard.  Oheok  samples  taken 
shortly  afterwards  with  the  plant  in  action  were  perfectly  satisfactory.  The 
chlorination  plant  has  accordingly  heen  duplicated  as  a safeguard. 

The  f oUowing  is  a copy  of  the  full  chemical  and  hacteriological  examination 
made  of  a sample  taken  on  the  29th  June,  1939.

The  year  is  notevrarthy  for  it  is  most  likely  that  this  can  be  the 
last  annual  repoit  in  ■which  references  are  made  to  -water  shortage  in  the 
parish  of  Castle  Denington,  since  the  awaited  scheme  for  water  to  be 
taken  from  -bhe  new  River  D^e  Aqueduct  at  Breedan-on--fche-Hill  was 
approved. 

Of  the  viTork  undertaken  by  the  depa2rbment  a large  propoition  cf 
tine  was  taken  up  by  housing  and  meat  inspection  and  it  is  of  interest 
to  recoid  one  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  carcases  reported  for 
slau^ter. 

Although  the  number  of  licensed  cara-vans  on  individual  sites  remained 
mere  or  less  constant,  there  were  times  during  the  year  when  complaints 
had  to  be  investigated  as  fairly  large  numbers  of  caravans  were  sited  for 
■varying  periods  on  land  not  provided  ^7ith  the  amenities  -that  are  so 
necessary  for  this  particular  sort  of  occupation. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  aoknor^-ledge  the  in'berest  shavn  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Council,  Chairman  cf  the  Public  Keal'th  Committee,  and  Chairman  of 
the  Housing  Commi'ttee  and  all  members  of  -the  Council.  I am  also

There  v/ere  no  houses  erected  or  even  imder  construction  during 
the  year,  hut  fiurther  progress  v/as  made  in  connection  vd.th  the 
substandard  houses  at  Belton  v/heare  neiv  houses  vd.ll  be  erected  on  the 
Clearance  site  to  house  persons  displaced. 

The  delay  in  general  house  building  v/as  mainly  on  account  of 
the  economic  circumstances  prevailing  at  the  time,  but  it  is 
anticipated  that  these  difficulties  may  soon  be  overcame  and  allow 
the  Council  to  go  fcrvrard  with  their  building  programme,  for  the 
number  on  the  list  of  applicants  for  Council  Houses  in  some  of  the 
parishes  continues  to  increase. 

In  my  report  last  year  I inferred  that  improvement  grants  were 
an  in^jortant  part  of  the  Housing  Act,  and  set  out  in  detail  the 
"Twelve  Point  Standard" . 

The  Council  considered  and  approved  tvrenty-seven  Discretionary 
and  four  Standard  Grants  where  alterations  and  improvements  were 
carried  out  to  houses  to  give  them  the  necessary  amenities,  I am 
still  of  the  opinion  as  I stated  in  a previous  report,  that  full 
advantage  is  not  being  taken  by  landlords  of  this  part  of  the  Housing 
Act  in  having  the  assistance  to  improve  dwelling  houses.  Although 
the  twelve  points  do  not  apply  in  the  entirety  for  standard  grants., 
the  house  after  iniprovement,  must  not  be  imf it  for  a period  of  at 
least  fifteen  years. 

Like  many  other  local  authorities  the  Council  had  to  approach 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  vd-th  regard  to  the 
trouble  caused  by  condensation  in  the  aluminium  prefabricated 
bungalows  at  Castle  Bonington.  The  IvHnistry  subsequently  agreed 
for  work  to  be  carried  out  of  covering  the  roofs  in  accoidance  with 
a siiggested  specification  and  the  work  was  completed  before  the 
winter,  I feel  sure  that  the  effort  is  worth  while  since  it  will 
have  the  effect  of  maintaining  a hi^er  temperature  in  the  roof  s^aoe 
and  providing  air  movament  is  maintained  in  the  dwellings  by  the 
natural  means  of  ventilation,  this  vd.ll  go  far  to  i^emove  the  like- 
lihood of  damage  and  inconvenience  in  the  future.  Before  the  end  of 
the  year  it  was  gratifying  to  receive  from  tenants,  both  vrard  and 
letter  of  appreciation. 
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The  v/ork  on  the  scheme  for  the  modeamisation  of  the  Coiancil*s 
pre-Tirar  houses  continued  and  we  should  soon  have  hot  water  and 
modem  fittings  in  the  hathrooms  of  all  these  houses .

The  year  1959  "be  placed  on  record  as  a difficult  one  as 
far  as  the  distribution  of  water  in  certain  parts  of  the  rural 
district  -was  concerned.  It  'became  much  more  apparent  that  new 
water  mains  and  increased  reservoir  capacity  are  a necessity,  for 
it  was  almost  an  inpossibility  to  supply  the  demands  of  a rapidly 
developing  district  hy  means  of  the  existing  systan. 

There  were  certain  areas,  particularly  the  fringe  of  Castle 
Bonington,  where  the  shortage  "brought  about  many  difficulties 
and  on  occasion  the  position  v^as  aggravated  by  one  of  the  driest 
summers  recorded  for  many  years.  Hor/ever  the  public  responded 
in  some  measure  to  the  Council's  appeal  for  economy  in  the  use  of 
water. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  some  of  the  Council's  concern  could 
be  removed,  for  the  schemes  were  being  considered  by  the  Ministry 
for  a new  reservoir  and  a nm  pipe  line  to  be  laid  in  from  the 
River  Dove  Aqueduct  at  Breedon-on-the  Kill,  which  should  have  the 
effect  of  a general  improvement. 

Although  there  were  no  major  extensions  to  water  mains 
vvdthin  the  district  there  v/ere  several  extensions  to  farms  and 
other  outlying  properties.

There  were  systematic  surveys  of  the  sev/age  works  and  refuse 

tips. 


In  some  cases  many  visits  had  to  be  made  to  properties,  for 
in  spite  of  the  continued  efforts  by  many  to  destroy,  there  is 
always  likely  to  bo  a rat  population. 

It  is  disturbing  to  think  that  food  is  still  exposed  in  a 
careless  manner  by  the  occupiers  of  premises  and  I v/ould  advise 
against  this  practice,  especially  where  there  is  the  likelihood 
of  being  near  to  a suspect  area. 
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URivINi^GE  iiKD  SEWERAGE 


The  first  part  of  the  improvement  worlcs  approved  by  the 
Ministry  was  conpleted  at  KegvToirfcli  daring  the  year,  which  included 
the  new  pimping  station  alongside  the  original  building  which  has 
ensured  fully  automatic  puiping  as  against  the  prervious  hand 
controlled  system  in  operation,  together  with  the  new  21 " stoim 
water  pipe  from  the  Derby  Road/Sideley  area. 

Rpresentations  and  a scheme  were  submitted  to  the  I.tinistry 
during  the  year,  which  included  for  the  vrorlcs  and  plant  and  effluent 
disposal  arrangements  to  deal  with  the  eacisting  drainage  from  the 
developing  district. 

At  Castle  Doningten  there  were  conplaints  made  during  the  year 
of  flooding  in  certain  areas,  particularly  the  Spital  when  the 
sewers  became  surcharged  during  storm  periods  and  reports  were  made 
to  the  Ministry  cf  Housing  & Local  G<avernment  for  permission  to  lay 
in  a new  sewer  virith  additional  filter  bed. 

Once  again  the  Council  were  concerned  by  the  flooding  of  the 
Works  at  Long  WliattQn,  v/hich  is  occasioned  when  there  is  a rise  in 
the  level  of  the  TiJhatton  Brook  and  here  again  reports  were  made  to 
the  Ministry  for  permission  to  carry  out  remedial  works. 

A survey  v/as  carried  out  of  the  properties  on  the  East  side  of 
the  railway  bridge  at  Tonge  and  the  Council  communicated  with  the 
Ministry  department  vd-th  a view  to  obtaining  the  views  whether  or 
not  it  would  be  possible  for  consideration  to  be  given  to  the 
sei?/-ering  of  this  area  that  was  left  out  of  the  original  scheme. 

Drainage  dykes  received  attention  at  Wilson,  and  thirteen 
pail  closets  7/ere  abolished  and  converted  to  the  fresh  water 
carriage  system.

The  slielters,  cf  brick  and  tile  construction,  were  a departure 
from  the  prefabricated  covered  queue  barriers  which  were  included 
in  the  last  scheme. 

Im  arrangement  v/as  also  made  v.'ith  the  owner  of  property  at 
■^Torthington  Lane,  Breedon-cn-the-Hill  to  incorporate  a shelter 
into  a stone  v/all  to  match  the  existing  surroundings , and  also  at 
Hreedai-on-the-Hill  a shelter  was  erected  at  Berry  Avenue  without 
any  cost  to  the  Council. 

At  Castle  Bonington  shrubs  and  trees  were  planted  on  the  land 
at  the  rear  and  suirroundlng  the  shelter,  and  for  some  time  after- 
wards trouble  was  caused  by  persons  removing  and  damaging  shrubs. 
Following  reports  made  to  the  Council  warnings  were  issued  by  the 
Police,  which  I trust  iTill  have  lasting  effects. 

The  illustrations  are  produced  to  ccmpare  both  the  danger 
and  the  inconvenience  that  existed  at  the  junction  cf  Belven  lane 
and  the  Hi^  Street  when  buses  had  to  both  load  and  off-load  on 
the  main  Trunk  road. 

The  second  picture  shocvs  that  the  near  side  of  the  bus  and 
the  people  alighting  and  waiting  are  on  land  novT  vithin  the 
confines  of  the  bus  station  and  that  the  buses  can  be  conveniently 
positioned  near  the  shelter  for  the  benefit  of  passengers,.

Cenerally  the  Council's  action  must  be  appreciated,  but  it  is 
quite  evident  that  there  are  still  people  with  an  interest  in 
vandalism  who  fail  to  realise  that  by  pilfeiing  the  ropes  from  the 
life  belts  may  result  in  loss  of  life.

Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  at  retail  shops, 
and  once  again  I can  report  co-operation  with  the  shop  keepers  who 
have  carried  out  alterations  and  provided  themselves  with  up  to 
date  fittings  in  cati5)liance  vn.th  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations. 
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REFUSE  COLEiECTION 

A reasonable  collection,  service  ^ms  maintained  during  the 
year,  adthou^  there  may  have  been  odd  occasions  when  the  period 
between  collections  was  lengthened,  mainly  on  aoccomt  of  staff 
shortages  during  holiday  periods  and  sidoiess. 

During  the  year  the  Council  were  called  upon  to  give 
consideration  to  the  arrangements  made  for  the  disposal  of  trade 
refuse  on  account  of  the  methods  of  tipping  employed  by  persons 
disposing  of  their  trade  refuse  at  the  Council's  Tip, 
Indiscriminate  tipping  vd.thout  regard  to  levelling  or  using  the 
proper  disposal  tipping  points,  the  Coijncil  were  involved  in 
expense  in  levelling. 

A tractor  was  purchased  for  use  in  various  departments  of 
the  Council,  and  it  proved  of  particular  value  at  the  Refuse 
Tip.

The  department  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  County  Health 
Department  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Leicester, 
and  during  the  year  sixteen  san;p)les  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the 
laboratory  f2x>m  the  herds  of  produoer/retailers  for  biological 
examination.  There  was  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis  in  any  of  the 
samples .
